J.  W.  Brister,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  in  speaking  of 
S.  A.  Mynders,  President  of  the  West  Tennessee  Normal  School,  who 
died   on  Wednesday,   said: 

"Tennessee  in  general  and  the  public  schools  of  the  State  in  partic- 
ular, have  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  sudden  death  of  Prof.  S. 
A.  Mynders,  President  of  the  West  Tennessee  Normal  School  and  former 
Superintendent   of   Public   Instruction. 

"Prof.  Mynders  has  been  identified  with  the  public  schools  of  the 
State  since  his  childhood.  He  became  a  teacher  when  quite  a  young 
man,  and  has  held  positions  of  honor  and  responsibility,  which  he  filled 
with  marked  success,  in  every  section  of  the  State  and  covering  almost 
every  phase  of  school  work.  In  1903  he  became  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruct-on,  and  his  term  of  four  years  was  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  in  the  history  of  this  department.  I  believe  that  during  his 
time  most  of  the  activities  were  projected  which  have  since  been  more 
or  less  developed,  and  have  resulted  in  the  present  great  educational 
awakening  in  the  State.  He  began  a  series  of  educational  campaigns 
and  conferences  of  school  officials  which  brought  about  concerted  ac- 
tion and  plans   for  general  schoo'l  development. 

"Mr.  Mynders  was  not  only  a  successful  educator,  but  he  possessed  a 
fine,  lovable  personality,  which  won  him  favor  with  all  people.  I  have 
said  many  times  before  his  death,  and  I  repeat  it  today,  that  Mr.  Myn- 
ders was  more  in  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  Tennessee  than  any 
public  school  official  in  the  State.  Personally  and  officially  I  deplore 
his  death.  He  was  just  about  to  enter  upon  his  second  year  in  the  suc- 
cessful administration  of  the  West  Tennessee  Normal  School.  He  had 
projected  it  on  a  high  plane,  a  large  student  body  was  in  attendance 
the  first  year,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  the  enrollment  and  at- 
tendance for  the  current  session  will  be  largely  in  excess  of  the  past. 
Public  school  men  all  over  the  State  looked  up  to  Mr.  Mynders  as  an 
adviser  and  friend,  and  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  another  man  rises 
up  to  take  Irs  place."

Whereas,  while  President  of  this  college,  he  married  one  of  Gibson

Whereas,  from  these  laudable  and  praiseworthy  beginnings,  with  par- 
donable pleasure,  we  saw  him  rise  higher  and  higher  in  educational 
circles,  becoming  successively  Superintendent  of  one  of  the  best  city 
schools  in  West  Tennessee,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
for  four  years,  City  Superintendent  of  the  schools  of  his  native  city 
(Knoxville),  and  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  President  of  the  West 
Tennessee  State  Normal  School  in  Memphis,  which  institution  in  its 
beauty  and  magnificence  stands  as  an  enduring  monument  to  his  mem- 
ory, to  his  untiring  zeal  and  energy  for,  and  to  his  unselfish  devotion 
to  the  cause  of  popular  and  professional  education,  and  .    .      i 


Whereas,  lie  made  his  last  strong  plea  for  universal  education  in 
Gibson  County,  and 

Whereas,  he  was  a  plain,  unassuming  good  man,  loved  by  all  who 
knew  him,  the  prince  of  Tennessee  teachers,  the  idol  of  his  pupils,  and 
the   embodiment   of  true   Christian   manhood;    therefore,

PAPER   READ   BY   PROF.   LOGGINS,   DEAN   OF   THE   WEST   TEN- 
NESSEE NORMAL  SCHOOL  BEFORE  THE  CITY  CLUB 
OF  MEMPHIS,  TENN.,  SEPTEMBER  27,  1913. 


The  Faculty  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  come  with 
sad  hearts  to  unite  with  the  members  of  the  City  Club  of  Memphis, 
in  this  memorial  service  to  our  beloved  President. 

I  was  chosen  to  represent  the  Faculty,  not  because  I  write  best,  and 
not  because  I  speak  best,  but  because,  having  known  Capt.  Mynders 
longest,  I  loved  him  best. 

From  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other  Mr.  Mynders  has  said,  "The 
State's  greatest  assets  are  its  boys  and  girls."  Then  he  who  serves 
them  best,  serves  the  State  best.  There  was  an  ideal  in  his  mind  that 
every  boy  and  girl  in  the  State  should  have  a  chance  to  get  an  educa- 
tion, and  that  it  was  the  State's  duty,  as  well  as  its  best  policy,  to 
furnish  this  opportunity.  To  this  end  he  dedicated  his  life.  In  this 
cause  he  labored  unceasingly  himself,  and  enlisted  an  army  of  workers. 

Tennessee  has  made  wonderful  progress,  educationally,  in  the  past 
few  years.  The  awakening  dates  back  to  Mr.  Mynders'  administration 
as  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  Aided  by  Dr.  P.  P. 
Claxton,  he  went  to  every  county  in  the  State  and  preached  the  doc- 
trine of  public  education,  and  an  opportunity  for  every  boy  and  girl 
in  the  State.  He  organized  the  educational  forces  of  the  State,  and 
when  his  term  of  office  was  over  the  Department  of  Education,  which 
had  always   been  of   secondary   importance,   was   the   most   prominent, 


and  reflected  greatest  credit  on  the  administration.  Mr.  Mynders 
united  heartily  with  his  successors  in  office,  until  now  we  have  better 
primary  schools,  we  have  numbers  of  high  schools,  and  we  have  three 
great  State  normal  schools,  and  we  have  larger  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  these  schools  and  our  State  University. 

For  this  great  work,  and  for  the  good  it  has  brought,  there  is  not 
a  community  in  the  State  but  unites  with  us  today  in  mourning  the 
loss  of  one  of  our  greatest  and  best  leaders.  We  do  not  mourn,  per- 
haps, from  the  same  reason.  The  State  mourns  that  a  great  edu- 
cator, a  great  executive,  a  great  organizer,  a  great  intellect  has  gone. 
Those  of  us  who  knew  him  better,  while  admitting  all  that  can  be  said 
of  him  along  these  lines,  yet  believe  his  heart  was  the  biggest  part  of 
him,  and  we  mourn  the  loss  of  a  good  man,  a  loyal  friend — one  who 
loved  his   fellow-man   and  who   spent  his  life   for  others. 

Mr.  Mynders'  powers  as  an  executive  are  shown  by  his  work  at 
Jackson,  at  Knoxville,  as  State  Superintendent,  and  in  building  and 
organizing  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School.  The  love  those 
bore  him  who  knew  him  best  is  attested  by  the  determination  of  6,000 
former  pupils  at  Knoxville  to  build  to  his  memory,  in  the  city  of  his 
birth,  a  memorial  shaft.  His  executive  ability  is  further  shown  by 
the  way  in  which  he  managed  people.  He  had  the  happy  faculty  of 
managing  people  without  their  knowing  it.  He  controlled  without 
friction.  Although  he  is  gone  from  us,  his  influence  is  the  strongest 
factor  in  the  present  management  of  the  State  Normal  School.  The 
Faculty  know  his  plans  and  are  absolutely  loyal  to  his  wishes.  Since 
he  left  us,  many  questions  arise  for  settlement,  and  Ave  counsel  much 
together  to  carry  on  his  work.  When  one  of  these  questions  arises, 
some  one  will  say,  "Capt.  Mynders  said,"  or  "Capt.  Mynders  did,"  or 
"Capt.  Mynders  wished,"  and  that  settled  the  whole  matter.  This  is 
a  true  case  of  where  a  man's  works  live  after  him. 

Mr.  Mynders  was  a  very  approachable  man.  Not  a  member  of  the 
Faculty  feared  him,  and  yet  every  wish  of  his  was  carried  out  will- 
ingly. We  went  to  him  with  everything.  We  consulted  with  him 
freely.  We  were  friends.  The  smallest  and  weakest  and  poorest  pupil 
in  the  school  had  as  easy  and  as  free  access  to  him  as  the  greatest  man 
in  the  State  or  Nation.  The  pupils  trusted  him;  they  loved  him,  and 
in  him  they  always  found  a  friend.  He  loved  young  life  and  spared 
not  his  own  life  in  laboring  for  others.  The  West  Tennessee  State  Normal 
School  was  his  latest  love,  the  crowning  work  of  his  life,  and  it  seems 
peculiarly  sad  that  just  as  he  finished  it  and  had  organized  a  loyal 
Faculty,  and  had  behind  him  a  loyal  city,  he  should  be  called  away. 

For  the  past  year  I  have,  perhaps,  been  more  closely  associated  with 
Mr.  Mynders  than  any  other  one.  Our  association  has  been  pleasant 
and  our  relations  confidential.  This  year  will  always  be  a  bright  spot 
in  my  memory.  Every  day's  association  was  helpful.  He  was  a  truly 
good  man.  Pope  must  have  had  his  like  in  mind  when  he  wrote,  "Man 
is  the  noblest  work  of  God." 

There  are  a  few  places  around  the  school  in  which  pupils  may  work 
their  way.  So  many  poor  girls  and  poor  boys  sought  these  places  that 
they  were  soon  filled.  At  least  fifty  more  applications  came  after  the 
places  were  all  taken,  and  every  time  Mr.  Mynders  would  say,  "I  wish 
I  could  take  that  one."  There  was  sadness  when  he  could  not  do  for 
young  people  all  they  asked. 

Then  the  last  few  weeks  before  the  opening  of  the  school,  when 
day    after    day    we'd    open    the    mail    and    find    more    applications    for 


rooms,  he  saw  we  would  not  be  able  to  take  all  who  wanted  to  come. 
He  had  done  his  best  for  more  dormitory  room,  and  now  his  last  days 
were  saddened  because  of  the  failure,  and  because  of  the  insistence  of 
young  people  who  wanted  to  come.  He  wanted  so  much  to  help  these 
young  people — and  yet  he  was  not  permitted  to  do  so  in  as  large  a 
measure  as  he  wished  to  do. 

It  seems  to  us  that  he  was  so  much  needed.  He  was  needed  in  his 
home.  He  was  needed  in  the  State.  He  was  needed  in  the  West  Tennes- 
see Normal  School.  Yet,  in  the  face  of  this,  we  know  that  our  Heavenly 
Father  doeth  all  things  well.  We  cannot  see  how  nor  why,  and  yet 
some  day  we  shall.  Already  he  has  heard,  "Well  done,"  and  some 
day  we  shall  see  our  friend  again.

The  hand  of  the  Christ  has 
opened  for  him  the  gates  into  that  sweet  and  fair  and  vast  Beyond  into 
which  is  brought,  as  John  the  beloved  tells  us,  the  glory  and  honor  of 
the  nations. 

In  joyful  service  there  he  spends  his  hours, 
In  happy  use  of  his  perfected  powers, 
The  good  he  did  remains  as  fadeless  flowers, 
And  God  took  him.

The  present  pupils  are  pleased  with  the  work 
of  the  classes  and  are  grateful  to  the  State  for  the  many  and  varied  advantages 
the  school  affords  them.  The  people  of  all  West  Tennessee  feel  that  while  the 
West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  is  the  proprty  of  the  entire  State,  yet 
in  a  peculiar  sense  it  is  theirs.  They  therefore  have  been  and  are  loyal  to  it 
and  will  assist  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  President  and  the  Faculty  in 
making  it  a  great  State  institution,  that  it  may  serve  the  State  well  and  do  the 
work  for   which   it  was   established. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION 


STATUTORY  PROVISIONS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  establishing  the  State  Normal  School,  all 
white  males  or  females  resident  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  not  under  sixteen 
years  of  age  are  eligible  for  admission,  provided  they  shall  pledge  themselves  to 
teach  in  the  schools  of  the  State,  within  six  years  after  leaving  the  school,  for  as 
long  a  time  as  they  shall  have  attended  the  school. 

HEALTH. 

No  applicant  will  be  admitted  who  cannot  furnish  evidence  of  being  physi- 
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cally  sound,  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  and  from  chronic  defects 
that  would  prevent  satisfactory  work  as  a  student  or  militate  against  success 
as   a  teacher. 

CHARACTER. 
Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  char- 
acter signed  by  a  responsible  person.     The  State  is  under  obligation  for  the  pro- 
fessional training  of  no  person  that  is  not  qualified  to  exert  a  wholesome  spiritual 
influence  upon  the  lives  of  children. 

SCHOLASTIC  REQUIREMENTS. 

For  admission  to  the  Academic  Course  the  applicant  must  have  completed  the 
elementary  school  course.  For  admission  to  the  Normal  Course,  graduation  from 
an  accredited  high  school  of  the  first  class,  or  equivalent  scholarship,  is  required. 
Work  done  in  an  approved  high  school  or  college  will  be  accredited  for  advanced 
standing,  but  the  certificate  or  diploma  of  the  State  Normal  School  will  not  be 
awarded  for  less  than  one  year's  resident  work. 

FEES. 

Tuition  is  entirely  free  to  all  students  resident  in  Tennessee.  Students  not 
resident  in  Tennessee  are  required  to  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  twelve  dollars  for  each 
term  of  twelve  weeks,  and  six  dollars  for  the  Summer  Term.  The  registration 
fee  is  payable  by  all  students.  This  fee  is  two  dollars  for  each  term  of  twelve 
weeks,  and  two  dollars  for  the  Summer  Term  of  six  weeks.  All  fees  must  be 
paid  before  matriculation. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  State  Normal  School  offers  two  regular  courses,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Academic  Course  of  four  years  of  thrity-six  weeks  each.  This  course 
is  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools,  and  for  admission  to  it  the 
applicant  must  have  finished  at  least  the  elementary  course  prescribed  for  the 
public  schools  of  the  State. 

At  the  completion  of  the  course  the  student  is  given  a  certificate,  which  is 
accepted  as  a  license  to  teach  in  the  elementary  public  schools  of  any  county  in 
Tennessee  without  examination,  or  which  will  admit  to  the  Normal  Course  in  any 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools. 

2.  The  Normal  Course  of  two  years  of  thirty-six  weeks  each.  This  course 
is  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  and  for  admission  to 
it  the  applicant  must  have  finished  the  course  prescribed  for  the  certified  county 
high  schools  of  the  first  class,  or  for  city  high  schools  requiring  four  years  for 
graduation  and  approved  by  the  State  High  School  Inspector;  the  Academic  Course 
of  any  of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  or  some  course  requiring  equivalent  scholar- 
ship, to  be  determined  by  examination. 

The  completion  of  the  Normal  Course  entitles  the  student  to  a  diploma, 
which  is  a  life  certificate  of  qualification  to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  State  except  high  schools  of  the  first  class,  under  the  regulafons  mentioned 
below. 
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NORMAL  SCHOOL  CERTIFICATES. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  held  January  11,  1913, 
the  following  regulations  governing  the  issuance  of  certificates  by  the  State 
Normal    Schools    were    adopted: 

1.  Students  who  complete  the  prescribed  work  in  the  Academic  Course  in 
the  State  Normal  Schools  will  be  given  a  certificate  signed  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent and  the  President  of  the  Normal  School,  which  shall  entitle  the  holder, 
without  examination,  to  a  teacher's  certificate  for  the  elementary  schools  in  any 
county  in  the  State,  and  good  for  four  years,  subject  only  to  the  general  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  State  Superintendent  for  Reading  Circle  Work,  and 
attendance  at  teachers'  institutes  and  associations.  At  the  expiration  of  the 
four  years  such  certificate  shall  be  made  a  life  certificate  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  the  county  in  which  such  teacher  was  last  engaged,  and  the  President 
of  the  State  Normal  School  from  which  the  teacher  received  his  certificate;  pro- 
vided, the  holder  shall  have  remained  continuously  in  school  work  as  a  teacher. 

2.  Students  who  complete  the  prescribed  work  in  the  Normal  Course  in  the 
State  Normal  School  will  be  given  a  certificate  signed  by  the  President  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  the  State  Superintendent,  and  the  President  of  the 
Normal  School,  which  shall  entitle  the  holder,  without  examination,  to  a  teach- 
er's certificate  for  any  public  school,  except  high  schools  of  the  first  class,  in  any 
county  in  the  State,  and  good  for  four  years,  subject  only  to  the  general  regu- 
lations of  the  State  Superintendent  for  Reading  Circle  Work  and  attendance  at 
teachers'  institutes  and  associations.  At  the  end  of  the  period  for  which  such 
certificate  is  granted,  it  shall  be  made  a  life  certificate  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the  county  in  which  the  applicant 
was  last  engaged,  the  President  of  the  Normal  School  from  which  the  teacher  re- 
ceived his  certificate,  and  the  State  Superintendent,  provided  the  holder  shall 
have  remained  continuously  in  school  work. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  Southern  Railway  has  a  depot,  called  NORMAL,  located  on  the  school 
grounds.  Pupils  should,  if  possible,  when  leaving  home,  buy  tickets  and  check 
baggage  to  NORMAL.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  then  upon  arrival  at  New  Union 
Station,  Memphis,  buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  to  NORMAL.  Pupils  who  come 
on  the  Illinois  Central  will  transfer  to  New  Union  Station  and  then  buy  ticket 
and  check  baggage  as  above.  Then  take  street  car  and  transfer  to  Normal  School 
line.     This  will  bring  you  direct  to  the  school  and  save  an  expensive  transfer. 

ROOMS. 

It  is  very  important  that  those  who  expect  to  attend  the  winter  term 
write  and  have  rooms  reserved  as  soon  as  it  is  definitely  determined  to  attend. 
Arrangements  will  be  made  for  all  who  come,  but  rooms  will  be  reserved  in 
the  order  in  which  applications  are  received.  The  rooms  in  the  Dormitory  are 
more  convenient,  and  doubtless  more  economical;  hence,  the  importance  of  early 
reservations. 
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WHAT  PUPILS  FURNISH. 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  is  furnished  by  the  school.  Single 
beds  are  used  exclusively.  Pupils  furnish  their  own  pillows,  bed  linen,  bed  covers, 
towels,  etc. 

HOW  TO  ENTER. 

First.     Pay  to  the  Bursar  all  fees  and  secure  his  receipt  for  same. 

Secondly.  Go  to  the  office  of  the  Dean  and  fill  out  registration  card.  Assign- 
ment of  studies  will  then  be  made  by  the  Entrance  Committee,  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Entrance  Committee  will  give  the  student  a  matriculation  card,  which 
will  admit  the  holder  to  all  classes  named  thereon. 

Thirdly.     Secure  all  needed  text-books  and  begin  work  at  once. 

ALL  FEES  MUST  BE  PAID  ON  ENTRANCE. 

LOCATION  AND  BUILDINGS. 

The  site  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  is  near  Buntyn,  about 
six  miles  from  Main  Street,  Memphis.  It  is  on  the  Southern  Railway,  and  con- 
nects with  the  city  by  a  regular  street  car  line.  The  Southern  Railway  has 
a  depot,  called  NORMAL,  on  the  ground  with  telegraph  and  express  offices. 

The  main  building  is  an  imposing  structure  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
feet  long  and  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  wide.  The  entire  lower  floor 
is  devoted  to  Physics  and  Chemistry  laboratories,  the  Department  of  Domestic 
Science  and  Home  Economics,  Manual  Training  and  the  Gymnasium.  The  main 
Academic  Hall  contains,  in  addition  to  the  spacious  auditorium,  fifty  large,  airy 
well-lighted  rooms  for  class  instruction.  We  feel  justified  in  saying  that  this  is 
the  finest   school  building  in   the   South. 

The  ladies'  dormitory  is  a  magnificent,  absolutely  fireproof  building,  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  ten  large  bedrooms.  Wide  verandas,  hallways,  parlors 
and  reception  rooms  give  the  surroundings  a  home-like  appearance.  In  each 
room  are  a  lavatory  with  hot  and  cold  running  water,  electric  lights,  steam  heat, 
two  spacious  closets,  shades,  rugs,  table,  dresser,  chairs,  two  single  beds,  mat- 
tresses and  springs.  The  building  is  equipped  with  thirty-six  elegant  bathrooms, 
with  tile  floors  and  marble  wainscoting.  Only  two  girls  occupy  a  room  during 
regular  terms.  The  building  contains,  in  addition  to  the  one  hundred  and  ten 
living  rooms,  special  quarters  for  the  matron,  a  splendidly  equipped  infirmary, 
dining-room,  kitchen  and  storage  rooms.  The  young  men  will  be  assigned  rooms 
in  Prescott  Flats  and  in  private  homes. 

EQUIPMENT. 

More  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  has  been  spent  in  laboratory  equip- 
ment. The  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Biology  departments  are  furnished  with  all 
apparatus  necessary  for  each  pupil  to  conduct  individual  experiments.  This  appa- 
ratus is  all  of  the  latest  type,  most  of  it  being  imported  from  Germany.  Thirty 
cook  ranges  and  twenty  sewing  machines  have  been  installed  in  the  Domestic 
Sicence  Department.  The  Manual  Training  Department  has  been  equipped  witb 
all  tools  and  materials  necessary  for  properly  teaching  the  Industrial  Arts.  Ar- 
rangements have  been  made  for  an  excellent  working  laboratory  for  the  investi- 
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gation  of  scientific  agriculture.  At  an  early  date  an  experiment  station  will  be 
established  for  the  study  of  animal  husbandry,  horticulture,  poultry  raising,  etc. 
The  Bookkeeping  Department  has  been  installed  in  ample  quarters  and  provided 
with  several  typewriters  and  all  appliances  necessary  for  instruction  in  account- 
ing, with  special  reference  to  rural  conditions.  Special  attention  is  given  in  the 
Commercial  Department  to  stenography  and  typewriting.  Messick  School,  a  sub- 
urban school,  has  been  set  aside  as  the  pedagogical  laboratory.  Here  pupils  observe 
teaching  in  the  elementary  school  branches  conducted  by  experts.  Only  the 
seniors  will  be  permitted  to  do  practice  teaching.  The  student  will  have  access 
to  the  library  of  several  hundred  well-chosen  books. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS  AND  SUGGESTIONS. 

Students  must  comply  cheerfully  with  these  and  any  other  regulations  made 
by  the  Faculty. 

Pupils  should  not  keep  money  in  their  rooms.  They  should  deposit  their 
money  with  the  Bursar,  who  in  turn  will  deposit  the  same  in  a  Memphis  bank. 
They  may  check  on  the  Bursar  for  small  amounts  when  needed.  Pupils  will  be 
encouraged  to  be  economical. 

Pupils  should  notify  the  President  two  or  three  days  before  arrival,  so  rooms 
may  be  reserved  for  them.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  arrive  in  Memphis  in 
the  day  time.  A  member  of  the  Faculty  will  meet  new  students  at  the  station 
if  the  exact  time  of  the  arrival  of  train  is  given.  The  Normal  School  street  car, 
leaving  Main  Street  and  Madison  Avenue  every  thirty  minutes,  will  take  pupils 
to  the  Normal  building.  Baggage  should  be  checked  plainly,  care  of  West  Ten- 
nessee State  Normal  School,  Normal,  via  Memphis,  Tenn. 

Unless  excused  by  the  President,  students  must  be  present  at  all  general 
exercises  of  the  school.  They  must  present  in  writing  to  the  teacher  the  cause 
of  absence  at  any  recitations. 

No  student  shall  discontinue  a  study  except  for  good  cause,  of  which  the 
department  teacher,  head  of  the  department  and  the  President  shall  be  the  judges. 

Students  leaving  school  without  completing  their  studies  and  without  taking 
final  examinations  will  receive  no  credit  for  work  done.  Upon  re-entering  the 
school  they  must  take  examinations  on  the  studies  not  completed  before  they 
can  pursue  work  of  a  higher  rank. 

Girls  must  not  leave  the  grounds  without  the  consent  of  the  Matron,  nor  are 
they  permitted  to  go  to  town  unless  accompanied  by  a  chaperon.  Girls  must 
not  receive  company  on  school  days.  Certain  times  will  be  set  aside  for  the  social 
affairs,  and  students  must  conform  to  these  regulations. 

Athletic  teams  must  not  lose  time  from  school  in  making  athletic  trips. 

Pupils  are  urged  to  enter  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  If  they 
enter  after  work  has  progressed  to  any  considerable  extent  they  are  placed  at  a 
great   disadvantage. 

All  pupils  are  urged  to  attend  the  church  of  their  choice  at  least  once  each 
Sunday.  Many  of  the  churches  of  the  city  are  within  walking  distance  of  the 
school,  and  all  may  be  reached  in  a-  short  time  by  street  car. 
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Pupils  upon  reaching  school  should  report  at  once  to  the  office,  where  they 
will  be  furnished  with  proper  blanks   for  registration.     The   Faculty   will  gladly 
assist   students   in   making   out   registration   and   schedule   cards.
